This projector allows 
projection of large screen, 
full color computer and 
video images. A multi- 
scan RGB Input accepts 
signals from VGA, EGA, 
CGA and MACII 
compatible computers.

VOLUNTEER 

When Bruce Bizzoco 
formed the Shelton Fencing 
club, the Corsairs, back in 
1980, he never dreamed 
that 1 5 years later he 
would be an official 
volunteer for the 1996 


Olympics fencing 
competition. Bizzoco, 
now associate dean of 
academic services, was 
notified recently that he 
had been chosen by the 
Fencing Competition 
Management at the Atlanta 
Committee for the Olympic 
Games to be an official 
Olympic Volunteer. 

As a volunteer, Bizzoco 
must be in Atlanta by July 
5. A full dress rehearsal is 
scheduled for July 1 3 when 
the entire fencing staff 
must be fully functional, 
according to Bizzoco. 

The Opening Ceremonies 
for the Games will be July 
19 and the actual fencing 
competition will be July 
20-25. 

According to Bizzoco, 
the National Organization 
of United States Fencing 
Association put out an 
address a year ago where 
people could apply to be 
volunteers with the 
Olympics. He sent the 
information in and received 
a packet from the 
association. After 
completing the information, 
Bizzoco got a note back 
saying over one million 
people had applied to be 
vol inteers. He was also 
disappointed to learn there 
were no tickets available to 
the Olympic fencing 
competition. 


About a month ago, 
Bizzoco received another 

packet. This one was the 
same as before except it 
was more specific. Bizzoco 
completed the packet, and 
again, sent it to Atlanta. 

This time he received a call 
from Christine Collins who 
is in charge of Olympic 
fencing volunteers. 

" She asked me if I had 
a place to stay in Atlanta 
and I said I did," Bizzoco 
said. "She also asked 
what I wanted to do? I 
said I would serve almost 
anywhere, but since I was 
in education and had past 
media public relations 
experience, I would like to 
work in one of those areas 
if possible. Ms. Collins 
told me at this point they 
would do a background 
check on me and order me 
a uniform. m Then 1 
received the official letter 
the other day inviting me to 
be a volunteer. " 

Bizzoco has a great deal 
experience coaching 
fencing through the years. 
Shelton State is still the 
only two-year college in 
the state offering a fencing 
program. Also, during the 
1980s, Bizzoco attended 
for four summers and 
graduated from the 
Coaches College for 
Olympic Training held in 
Colorado Springs, 
Colorado.
